President of ‘ational Fire

Emphasizes Need For Con 
servation 


f <Alvah Small, president of the 


National Fire Protection Associa- 
tion, recently urged the people of 
Canada and the United States te 
Join together in a co-operative ef- 
fert to prevent fires and fire 
waste and thus to preserve Am- 
@rican resources in wartime. He 
was addressing the forty-fifth an- 
meeting of the N.F.P.A. in 

ronto, 

“The supreme need of the war 
impoverished European. world for 


. foodstuffe and the products of 


North America imposes upon us,” 
he said, “an obligation to safe- 
guard to the fullest extent of our 
fatelligence and ability, every 
form of created or natural re- 
eource.”” 

Mr. Small suggested this be 
done in the following ways: 

1 The adoption by municipali- 
ties of building codes calling for 
fire resistive construction. 

2. Adoption by a!l States and 
Provinces of requirements for 
protection of all hospitals, schools, 
asylume, etc., outside of city Itm- 
ite. 

3. Enactment of laws by States 
and Provinces: to require official 
investigation of the causes of al! 
fires. 


4. Adoption of ordinances re- 
quiring systematic inspection of 
all buildings to insure vigorous 


enforcement of al) safety rules.

5. Study of the National Board

Are At “Undeclared” War 


“With profound eonscious- 
nessa of my responsibilities to 
my countrymen and to my 
country’s cause, | have tonight 
lesued a proclamation that an 
unlimited national emergency 
existe and requires the 
strengthening of our defense to 
the extreme Iimit of our na- 
tlonal power and authority... 
The delivery of needed supplies 
to Britain le Imperative. This 
ean be done; it must be done; 
it will be done. To the other 
American nations — twenty 
Republics and the Dominion of 
Canada—| say thie: The Unit- 
od States does not merely pro- 
tl these purposes, but is 
ctively engaged today In car- 
rying them out."—-U.S. Presl- 
dent, Franklin D. Roosevelt.

Among the War's moet dramatic 
events, President .. Roosevelt's 
epeech last week definitely com- 
mitted the United States to the 
comflict on the aide of Britain. It 
wae war without a declaration of 
war and non-intervention on the 
largest scale the world had ever 
known. Few could have listened 
to the President's addrese without 
realizing that behind thé carefully- 
chosén words were plans for action 
that would change the course of 
history. 

To Change History 

The capitals of the world were 
practically unanimous in agreeing 
that the United States was now at 
war, although the comments em- 
anating from Rome and Berlin 
were necessarily of a different 
stamp than those heard tn London. 
Washington, Ottawa. The German 
radio was the first Nazi agency to 
denounce the speech, declaring 
that the United States meant to 
achieve control of the seas and 
establish an. economic dictatorabip, 
and that Germany would never tol- 


erate it. “Roosevelt Is cramming 
war down the throats of the Am 
erican people.” the German News 
Agency said. “We have no quarrel 
with America,” tt added, “but ff 
they start, we are reedy to meet 
ail new comers ;

Roosevelt. Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King, warmly praising the 
broadcast, sald: “The epeech was 
a clear declaration by the President 
that the United States had not only 
decided to reassert but is determin- 
ed to maintain the freedom of the 
seas . Germany will have to 
draw her own conclusions as to 
what may be involved through an 
attempt by force to frustrate de- 
livery from America of munitions 
and food to Britain. One thing is 
certain, that if needed, additional 
measures effectively to secure that 
end will immediately be taken by 
the United States.” 


“Task Forces” 

By reasserting the principle of 
the freedom of the seas, the Presi- 
dent paved the way for legalizing 
the entry of American patrol yes- 
sels info war zones, and made un- 
necessary the repeal of the Neu- 
tarlity Act which would have meant 
long, long debate in Congress ac- 
companied by much opposition. The 
first active step expected, follow- 
ing the President’s-redefinition of 
American foreign policy, was the 
detailing of naval unite as “task 
forces” in the North Atlantic, es- 
pecially designed to meet the Axis 
threat to shipping. These “task 
forces,” it wes thought, would seek 
out Axis warehips for destruction 
by the British. The initiative for 
shooting and open sea warfare 
will be left to the Axis. If the en- 
emy declines to fight against vastly 
superior forces, the “goods” can be 
delivered without shooting; if the 
enemy attacks, the United States 
will have to shoot back. 


Grand Strategy : 

By last week the grand strategy 
of Fresident Roosevelt, swinging 
into operation, was beginning to be 
giimpeed. Part A of his Grand Plan 
to win the war for the Allies was, 
of course, Anglo-American control 
of the seas. Part B: the 21 Amerti- 
can republics were being lined up 
in a plan of economic defense 
whereby all exports of war mater- 
lais to the Axle are to be strictly 
controlled, raw materials denied to 
the Axis from the source.

Emergency . Powers 

We might for a moment consider 
the effect on the U. S. domestic 
situation of the President's declar- 
ation of an unlimited national em- 
ergency. As commander-in-chief of 
the Army and Navy, the Presi- 
dent’s powers are very broad, He 
has complete control over the dis- 
position of the regular armed fore- 
es when the security of the United 
6tatee is involved; he can order the 
regular army, navy and marine 
corps units to any point in the 
world where the interests of the 
U. S. are deemed threatened. Am- 
ong his far-reaching emergency 
powers are these: to give indus- 
trial plants “obligatory” orders 
which they must fill if they ordin- 
arily produce the materials or 
equipment sought; to close down 
or take over for contro] any radio 
station; to suspend the elght-hour 
day for workers on government 
contracts; to require any vessels 
to leave United States waters or 
prohibit any .vesse] from entering 
them.

The Middie East 

The Allies last week faced with 
possible loss of the island of Crete, 
prepared for an early assault by 


the Axis on the great British naval 


base of Cyprus, off the Syrian 
coast. Possession of Crete, they 
knew, would put the Axis in a much 
better position to establish them- 
selves in Syria. It not only would 
provide a convenient base for air 
operation but would destroy the 
powerful vise which the British 
had established on the Mediterran- 
ean sealane between Crete and the 
Port of Tobruk on the comparative 
ly nearby coast of Libya. Prime 
Minister Churchill has said that the 
Allies would fight for Crete and 
Tobruk to the death. The reason 


lies in the fact that these two Bri- 


tith positions flank the only sea- 
lane leading to the extreme eastern 
tip of the Mediterranean, wherein 
Hes the naval base of Alexandria, 
the entrance to the Suez Canal, the 
British base on the isle of Cyprus, 
and that important coast of Syria. 

Still, (wrote Associated Press 
Correspondent Dewitt Mackenzie), 
while the. possession of Crete {s of 
great importance, it isn't the open 
sesame to the control of the east- 
ern Mediterranean. The fact re 
mains that Herr Hitler can never 
claim victory until he has smash- 
ed a hole in the British blockade, 
which has long been cutting him 
off from oil and other vital sup- 


plies.

Despite decline in wineries, 
taxes will preduce sub- 
stantial revenues 


Special taxes institoted under 
the recent war budget, first an- 
derstood to apply only to wine 
produced in Canada, will apply to 
wines sold in Canada, whether of 
domestic on foreign production, it 
has been. announced at Ottawa, 
and is expected to realize consid- 
erable revenue to aid Canada's 
war effort. Total volume of wine 


_ produced in Canada iast year was . 


3,999,232 gallons, according to 
the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics, and the new tax rate will be 
40 cents per gallén on still wines 
and 2 dollars on sparkling wines. 

Although the number of winer- 
‘jes in Ontario, which produces the 
bulk of Canada’s wine, has declin- 
ed to less than half the number 
operating 15 years ago, standards 
of wine production have steadily 
risen as a result of both govern- 
ment regulation and voluntary ac- 
tion within the industry. In ad- 
dition to national Pure Food Laws 
and the requirements of provin- 
cial Departments of Health, all of 
which govern the purity of the 
products, domestic wineries today 
employ chemists of high standing 
to protect the processes. which 
they have adopted from the anci- 
ent wineries of Europe. 

As a result of the strides made 
in the past few years, the collapse 
of foreign wine importations has 
found this country’s wineries pre- 
pared to meet the needs of this 
country, according to health offi- 
cials, as well as ‘having developed 
a corps of expert chemists who 
are able to turn their attention to 
aiding the country to replace 
products now on the non-import 
lists such as fruit flavors, fruit 
extracts, ete. Large quantities of 
Canadian materials are consumed 
in the operations of the industry, 
apart from the basic agricultural 
products, and wages have steadily 
increased in the past five years 
although employment has remain- . 
ed little changed, 
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“It's very important that our letters be mailed tonight. . . . Weuldn’t 
it be ‘terrible if Mickey Rooney got mo fan mail in the morning! !"

In looking for assistance these 
busy days ~— these glorious suin- 
mer days — nothing can be of 
more help in planning easier, 
more appetizing and more econ- 
omical meals than the modern 
refrigerator, 


Vanilla Spanish Cream 
2% cups milk 
% cup granulated sugar 
2'% to 3 tablespoons cornstarch 
Pinch salt 

2 egg yolks 
1% teaspoon pure’ vanilla 

Heat milk to scalding poigt ip 
upper part of double boiler. Com- 
bine sugar thoroughly with corn- 
starch and salt and slowly stir in 
hot milk, Return to double boiler 
and stir and cook until the mix- 
ture has thickened smoothly. 
Cover and cook with occasional 
stirring until no raw flour re- 
mains, Beat the egg yolks slight- 
ly and slowly stir in the hot thick- 
ened mixture. Return to double 
boiler and stir until yolks thicken. 
Remove from heat. Cool slight- 
ly and add vanilla. Turn into 
custard cups or dessert glasses 
and chill. Serve with cream or 
fruits. 

Refrigerator Pastry 
8% cups sifted pastry flour 

1 teaspoon salt 
% lb. chilled shortening 

Measure flour and sift with 
salt. Use a pastry-blender, cut 
in half of shortening finely, then 
cut in remaining shortening 
coarsely. (Cut in pieces size of 
a large pea.) Turn mixture into 
large jar, cover and store in reé- 
frigerator until required. This 
mixture keeps indefinitely. 

When pie paste is required 
measure the-required amount of 
pastry mixture into bowl and gra- 
dually add ice cold water to make 
a paste, which when lightly *mix- 
ed may be cleaned easily from 
bow!. For a two-crust pie use 
about 2 cups of pastry mix; for a 
pie shell use 1% cups. 


Strawberry Pie 

*1% cups pastry-mix 
Ice cold water 
Sugared fresh strawberries 
Lightly —- Sweetened 

To the pastry-mix gradually add 
enough ice-cold water to make 
a paste, which when lightly mixed 
may be cleaned easily from bowl. 
Roll out paste and fit loosely into 
pie-pan, excluding air. Prick 
paste and fill with dried lima 
beans and bake in hot oven (450- 
475°F). When paste begins to 
brown remove beans and com- 
plete the baking. At serving time 
fill the cooked pie shell with 
fresh strawberries which have 
been sweetened with fruit sugar 
—-Pile sweetened (lightly) whip- 
ped cream generously over the 
berries and garnish with whole 
unbroken perfect berries.

THE LESSON IN 1iS SETTING 

Time.——-The beginning of the 
_.first missionary journey of Paul 
and Barnabas is generally assign- 
ed @o A.D. 47, 


Place.—The city of Antioch 
was situated in the northern part 
of Syria on the Orontes River, 
twenty miles from the Mediter- 
ranean. Cyprus was an. island 
located in the Mediterranean Sea, 
opposite to and about sixty miles 
from the Syrian coast. Salamis 
was a seaport located at the eas- 
tern end of this island and Paphos 
Was a seaport located at the wes- 
tern end of the same island. 

First Great Missionary Journey 

The second part of the Acts of 
the Aposties ia generally -reck- 
oned to begin with the thirteenth 
chapter, At this point St. Paul 
emerges as the principal charac- 
ter, and the narrative, gradually 
widening and expanding with his 
travels, seems intended to des- 
cribe to us, in minute detail, the 
communication of the Gospel to 
the Gentiles, The thirteenth and 
fourteenth chapters embrace a 
definite and separate subject: the 
firet journey of the first Chris- 
tian missionaries to the heathen. 
Acts 12:25. “And Barnabas and 
Saul returned ‘from Jerusalem, 
when they had fulfilled their 
ministration, taking with them 
John whose surname was Mark.” 
John was a relative of Barnabas. 
He appears next in the history as 
their associate in missionary 
labors. 

The Church at Antioch 

13: 1. “Now there were at 
Antioch, in the church that was 
there, prophets and _ teachers, 
Barnabas, and Symeon that was 
called Niger, and Lucius of Cy- 
rene, and Manaen the foster- 
brother of Herod the tetrarch, 
and Saul.’ The Herod referred to 
here is the one who put John the 
Baptist to death. By “prophets” 
was meant men inspired by the 
Holy Spirit with a direct message 
from God—they were commonly 
also teachers; “teachers” were 
those who gave instructions to be- 
lievers. 2. “And as they min- 
istered to the Lord, and fasted, 
the Holy Spirit said, Separate me 
Barnabas and Saul for the work 
whereunto | have called them. 8. 
“Then, when they had fasted and. 
prayed and laid their hands on 
them, they sent them away. 4. 
So they, being sent forth by the 
Holy Spirit, went down to Seleu- 
cia; and from thence they sailed 
to Cyprus.” Cyprus was the 
native-place of Barnabas, where 
m@hy people were already Chris- 
tians. Their mission was chiefly 
to the Gentiles; but their surest 
course for reaching them was 
through the medium of the prose- 
lytes and the Hellenizing’ Jews. 

The Mission to Cyprus 

5. “And when they were. at 
Salamis, they proclaimed the word 
of God in the synagogues of the 
Jews: and they had also John as 
their attendant,.”’ It will be noted 
throughout the book of Acts, that 
the Apostles all had one great 
infssage, expressed by different 
phrases. . They preached the Lord 
Jesus. They preached the Word. 
They preached Christ. They 
preached the Gospel: But they 
didnot preach themselves. They 
had one profound, glorious mes- 
sege, which alone was able to de- 
liver from sin and to save unto 
life eternal——the Gospel ef the 
grace of God, centering in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

The False Prophet 

6. “And when they had gone 
through the whole island unto 
Paphos, they found a certain sor- 
cerer, a false prophet, a Jew, 
whose name was Bar-Jesus, 7. 
Who was with the proconsul, Ser- 
gius Paulus, a man of under- 
standing. The same called unto 
him Barnabas -arid Saul, and 
sought to hear the word of God.” 
Bar-Jesua represented the strony 
est influence on the human will 
that existed in the Roman world, 
an infivence that had to destroy 
or be destroyed by Christan ty, 
if the latter tried to conquer the 
himnpire In those -days the line 
between science and mag

Christianity and Rome 

This is the first appearance of 
Christianity before the Roman 
aristocracy and authorities; and 
so it Ms the first step in the new 
‘stage of the progress of the gos- 
pel, which will lead on to the ap- 
pearance of Paul before the em- 
peror himself. When Christianity 
does appear before the Roman 
world it is with dramatic effect, 
with a striking conviction of false 


religion. Here Sau! is called Paul 
—his Jewish name is replaced by 
hia Gentile name which by a coin- 
cidence was that of this governor 
himself. In the court of Sergius 
Paulus, Paul stood as a Roman 
citizen. Henceforth his work lies 
in the Roman world, he. travels as 
a Roman and a citizen of the 
empire, and he bears a Roman 
name, 


Australia’s Own 

Landing in Australia, Captain 
Cook asked a native what a 
strange hopping creature was 
called, The native responded: 
*Kan-ga-roo,” meaning in his 
language, “I don’t know.” Cook 
thought that it was the animal's 


name, and it has been so called 
ever since,

CONCEALED CORNERS 

Nature does not appreciate 
man-inade, straight, unbroken 
dividing lines such as backyard 
fences, abrupt corners on houses 
or garages or narrow, straight 
side-walks, 

All of these unduly emphasize 
the confining limits. of small lots. 
The latter, however, can be made 
to appear many. times more 
spacious if the fences and walls 
are partially covered with vines, 
if corners are screened -with 
shrubbery, leading down to tall 
annual flowers. 

Intriguing Walks 

4 eurve in the walk or drive- 
way will make it actually in- 
triguing and will not add more 
than a few seconds to navigating 
time between front door and the 
roadway. If we put in these 
curves, however, landscape ex- 
peris tell us, we must be sure to 
make a reason for them, other- 
wise the whole effect wil! be ar- 
tificial, At the bend in the drive- 


way or path, therefore, it is well | 


to have a tree or a group of 
shrubs or a flower bed. 

In screening, it is not necessary 
nor desirable to cover the whole 
of fence, wall or garage, unless 
the same is unsightly. . Much more 
pleasing results follow where the 
shrubbery, vines and flowers 
nrerely break the lines of the man- 
made structures behind them, but 


leave enough showing for con- 
trast.

A. Sulphur ie rarely used as a 
soil amendment except where there 
are atrong alkaline conditions. Even

‘most as much Sulphur aa Phos- 


phorus, still there seems to be en- 
ough of this element added to the 
soil in rain water and in Sulphate 
forms of fertilizers to meet the 
neelsa. For instance:—Where Su- 
perphoaphate is added, almost one- 
half of this material is Calcium Sul- 
phate which is a provider of Sul- 
phur. As indicated above, under 
condiliong where there i¢ black al- 
kali showiug, sometimes the grow- 
ers resort to an application of a 
few hundred lbs. of Sulphur per 
acre to counteract the super-alka- 
linity. Then again on soila intend- 
ed for potato growing if the re

For Painting 


Special Wash te Required For 
Firet Protective Coat 


Unless galvanized iron has been 
exposed to the weather for some 
six months or so before painting, 
it is often difficult to make the 
finish adhere. This difficulty may 
be avoided,. however, by going 
over the surface with one of sev- 
era! washes which should be mix- 
ed and kept in a glass or earth- 


en vessel and applied with a 
brush. 
SOLUTIONS SUGGESTED 


Any of the following are rec- 
ommended: (1) vinegar or weak 
acetic acid; (2) one part com- 
mercial hydrochloric, or muriatic 
acid, with four parts of water; 
(8) 12 ounces of copper chloride, 


12 ounces copper nitrate, 12 
ounces salammoniac, 4% gallons 
water and 12. ounces hydrochloric 
acid. Mix in order given; (4) a 


weak solution of ammonia, five 
to six ounces copper acetate, one 
gallon water. 

When the chosen solution has 
dried, wash the surface with 
water, let it dry thoroughly, then 
apply the desired coating.

‘POISON-IVY TREATMENTS 


Ivy and sumac polsoning, says a 
timely announcement by the Unit- 
ed States Public Health Service, 
may be effectively .treated with 
tannic acid. The service's tests 
ebhowed that a 10 per cent solution 
in water, applied after the affect- 
ed area had been cleansed with al- 
cohol, was helpful, but application 
by a physician ie urged. Equally ih- 
teresting. with arrival of the out- 
door season, ls the report from the 
sane source that a cream contain- 
ing 10 per cent of sodium perbor- 
ate, rubbed on the skin, is effective 
in preventing the poisoning 
through its oxidizing action. Tho

EXERCISE AND PARALYSIS 


Violent exerctse just before symp- 
toms of infantile paralysis develop 
may aggravate a relatively harm- 
less attack into one which produc- 
es paralysis, according to a report 
to the U. 8.

. for Infantile Paralysis by Dr. Al- 


bert Sabin, of Cincinnati. Dr. Sa- 
bin'e researches indicate also that 
the virus entera the body not 
through the interior nasal surfaces 
but through the digestive system, 
and is there absorbed, eventually 
reaching the nerve centres. This 
may explain why protection of tHe 
nasal eurfaces has not been effec- 
tive in preventing the dieease.

THE WATER TABLE 
One of the most important con- 


~“giderations before conservationists 


to-day is the question of the depth 
of the water table in our agri- 
cultural districts. The height of 
this water table determines whe- 
go dry in 
summer, how much the stream 
flow is decfcased in August, and 
the depth to which wells must be 
drilled for a year round supply 
of water. 

Most of us think of the water 
in the ground as oceurring in 
streams, or flows, but this ia not 
so. The underground water is 
like a Jake whose surface follows 
the contours of the land. It is 
usually found at a certain depth 
all over a district rising up over 
the hills and dipping down into 
the valleys. We tap this under- 
ground lake when we drill a Well, 
the springs are surface outcrops 
and all our streams are dependent 
on this underground lake, the 
water table, for their flow. 

Only Source of Water 

There is only one source of 
water, the precipitation from the 
atmosphere either as rain or 
snow. This rain or snow can get 
away in two ways. It can flow 
ever the surface of the land, as 
streams, or it can sink into the 
ground to reappear later. In a 
countryside where most of the 
precipitation flows away at the 
surface there will be floods in 
the spring and water shortage at 
other times for, and this is im- 
portant, most of our rain and 
snow comes down in the fall, win- 
ter and spring months. So it can 
be readily seen that the under- 
ground water is a surplus to car- 
ry through the dry season. 

Vegetation helps to hold the 
gurface watey until it can sink into 
the ground. Grass, brush and trees, 

_ Im that order, are the sponges 
that prevent too rapid a runoff in 
wet seasons, with consequent 
floods, and allow the water to 
sink ‘into the ground. Since this 
le so. we must have trees, the best 
water delavers, over a certain per- 
centage of the land and this I 
will discuss next weck.

Mr. Cassin points out that 
average production for the 147,- 
000 acres potatoes grown in On- 
tario last year‘was but 77 bushels 
aa compared with the average of 
98 bushels over the past ten- years. 

“Many growers who. kept potato 
foliage covered ‘with the proper 
sprays last year harvested good 
crops yielding from 150 to 200 bush- 
els per acre,” said Mr. Cassin, 
“The timely use of arsenates and 
Bordeaux will protect the plants 
from insect pests and late blight 
caused by continuous wet weath- 
er.” 

TIME TO BEGIN 

The time to commence spraying 
for fleabeetles fe when the piants 
are from fovr to six inches high, 
says Mr. Casein, Arsenate and Bor- 
deaux should be applied regularly 
to repel attacks from potato bugs, 
leaf hoppers and late blight. Arsen- 
ate is required only for protection 
from fleabeetles and potato buge. 
Bowleaux mixture repels leaf hop- 
pers and gives protection from 
late blight.

Place.~-Antioch in Pisidia was 
about one hundred miles from 
Perga, in Asia Minor, located 
near the River Anthios, in the 
district of Galatia, called Phrygia. 
(This city must be always clearly 
distinguished from the other An- 
tioch, located in Syria, from 
whence began his missionary 
journeys). + Iconium was about 
ninety miles southwest of Anti- 
och; Lystra was about thirty miles 
further south of Iconium, and 
Derbe twenty miles still further 
to the east. 

Opposition to the Sinead 

Acts 13:44. “And the next 
Sabbath almost. the whole city 
was gathered together to hear the 
word of God. 45. But when the 
Jews saw the multitudes, they 
were filled with jealousy, and 
contradicted the things which 
were spoken by Paul, and blas- 
phemed.” Probably many of the 
Jews that were at first favorably 
disposed to Paul's message had 
reacted against him under the in- 
fluence of the rabbis during the 
week, Nothing is specifically 
stated here about the rabbis, but 
they were beyond doubt the in- 
stigators of, and the ringleaders 
in, the opposition, as in Thessa- 
lonica. Doubtless these rabbis in- 
dulged in unkind personalities, 
and made it plain that Paul and 
Barnabas were going beyond the 
limitations of pure Judaism in 
their contacts with Gentiles; 

Ged’s Word Spreads 

46, “And Paul and Barnabas 
spake out boldly, and said, It was 
hecessary that the word of God 
should first be spoken to you, 
Seeing ye thrust it from you, and 
judge yourselves unworthy of 
eternal life, lo, we turn to the 
Gentiles. 47... For so hath the 
Lord commanded us, saying, I 
have set thee for a light of the 
Gentiles, That thou shouldest be 
for salvation unto the uttermost 
part of. the earth.

Turning Point 

At this hour occurs one of the 
turning points of early Church 
history, the turning of the Apostle 
Paul from the Jews to the Gen- 
tiles, a turning directly in the 
9 of God, for long ago through 
the Prophet Isaiah (42:6 and 49:6, 
echoed in the adoration of Simeon 
at the time of 6ur Lord's birth— 
Luke 2:31 and 32) it was fore- 
told that the Messiah »would be 
not only a Saviour to the Jews, 
but a Saviour of all men, a light 
shining to the Gentiles through 
the darkness of their sin and ig- 
norance, This does not mean that 
Paul ceased from now on to enter 
the synagogues, and = to 
preach to the Jews—not at all, 
Hut it does mean that the major 
part of hia life from now until 
his death was spent in preaching 
to the citizens of the great cities 
of the Roman Empire, where Gen- 
tiles gathered together in multi- 


tudes to hear him, outside of the 
aynagogue. Jewikh opposition to 
Paul continued to increase, finally 
leading to his death, and more 
and more he was compelled to 
-carry out the original program 
God had intended for him, to 
preach a full salvation to all men

The 
Galatian people were fickie, Those 
to whom Pau! is now particularly 
speaking were the Galatian Jews. 
They had shown a tendency to go 
back from Christianity to Juda- 
ism, and Paul’s purpose here is to 
show them the folly of such a re- 
turn. He reminds them that be- 
fore they believed inthe Lord 
Jesus Christ, they were prisoners 
of the Law, and the Law had for 
its purpose to bring them unto 
the Lord Jesus Christ, who would 
be able te save them, justifying 
them by faith in Him, 

Having Christ for their Savi- 
our, these Galatian Christians had 
the following: 1. they were abso- 
lutely justified before God; 2. 
they had become the children of 
God by faith in Christ; 3. they 


had been baptized into Christ; 4 
they had put on Christ, ie., Christ 
had become for them their very 
life; 6. they were all one in 
Christ; 6. being in Christ, they 
had become truly the spiritual 
seed of Abraham; 7. they were 
now the real heirs of salvation ac- 
cording to the promises. made to 
their fathers. What more could 
these people possibly have or 
want? Why leave Christ and go 
back to the Law when in the Law 
they had known none of these 
things?

THE RETAINING WALL 

One of the most trying tasks 
is keeping little terraces and em- 
bankments from washing away in 
heavy rains and frost break-ups. 
A month's work in sodding and 
planting can be ruined in one 
heavy deluge, and the whole pro- 
cean of rolling and tamping goes 
on again. : 

There’s only one sure way to 
protect the landscaping that 
makes a yard or lawn look fin- 
ished, That is a retaining wall. 
And just because a _ retaining 
wall ig primarily a support for 
earthworks doesn't mean that it 
must be unsightly. -A modern re- 
taining wall is, or should be, a 
decorative feature of the land- 
scape. 

Protect Landscaping 

The height of a retaining wall 
depends upon the amount of earth 
that must be held up. If the em- 
bankment rises steeply from a 
aidewalk, the wall should:be fairly 
high. If the slope is gentle, a 
very low wall will suffice. In 
either case a strong, oodlookine, 
decorative wall can be built. 

Two Types 

There are two kinds of retain- 
ing walls, generally speaking: 
The solid, monolithic type and the 
masonry type. Either of these is 
completely efficient, and choice 
between them will depend largely 
on the appearance of the house 
and yard. 

For. instance, if the house is 
built with masonry walls, the re- 
taining walls might be made te 
match it both in design and color. 
If the house is stucco finished or 
surfaced with some other even- 
textured material, the retaining 
walls can be of the monolithic 
or solid type. This, of course, 
depends upon personal taste, 

For masonry walls, units of dif- 
ferent sizes can be placed together 
in interesting patterns, with 
smooth or rough-finished joints. 
In the solid wall, decorations may 
be formed inthe wall when it is 
placed, Exposed aggregate or tex- 
tured surface is often desirable. 
When modernizing your home, 
beauty and. permanence should be 
one of the caverning factors, 


Expansion Of 
Hydro Cited 


Power In Canada Nine Times 
Greater Than in Last War 


Hon. W. L. Houck, vice-chair- 
man of the Ontario Hydro Elec- 
tric Power Commission, said in a 
recent address at Niagara Falls, 
Ont., that the electrical capacity 
of Canada at the present time is 
9,400,000 horsepower, nine times 
as great as it was in the First 
Great War. 

Speaking before the convention 
of the Ontario Optometrical Aaso- 
ciation, he said that the commis- 
sion of which he is an executive 
has a total capacity of 2,000,000 
horsepower, 20 times as great as 
during the last war. 

This meant, he said, power to 
take raw materials from the earth 
and to machine them into muni- 
tiens. 

“Tt means airplanes afid exple- 
sives, and the efficient operation 
of our expanding chemical indus- 


try. It means, finally, uniforms 
for our troops, food for our 
people, fuel for the flames of 


democracy.

THE LESSON IN ITS SETTING 


Time,——The council of Jerusa- 
lem took place in A.D. 50.. The 
Epistle to the Galatians was writ- 
ten about A.D, 57. 

Place.—-Our lesson opens with 
discussion occurring In the Church 
at Antiech, far north in Syria, 
The great Church Council refer- 
red to here was held in Jerusalem 
Paul's revuke to Peter took place 
at Antioch.

Crisis in the Early Church 

This is one of the most import- 
ant chapters in ecclesiastical his- 
tory. This chapter is the Magna 
Charta of the Christian Church. 
If we could fully master its rea- 
soning and fearlessly reduce if to 
practice, we should give the 
Church of Christ a new standing 
place in the mind and heart of 
our age. Just at this moment 
the Church needed a kind of man 
it had not yet fully known.

“And the apostles 
and the elders were gathered to- 
gether to consider of this matter. 
7. And when there had been 
much questioning, Peter rose up, 
and said unto them, Brethren, ye 
know that a good while ago God 
made choice among you, that by 
my mouth the Gentiles should hear 
the word of the gospel, and be- 
lieve. 8. And God, who knoweth 
‘g§he heart, bare them witness, giv- 
ng them the Holy Spirit; even as 
he did unto us; 9. And he made 
‘no distinction between us and 
them, cleansing their hearts by 
faith.” 

Peter here asserts ‘the worth- 
dessness of circumcision, just as 
strongly as Paul could have done. 
It is not circumcision, but the 
grace of Jesus, the Christ that 
saves, Peter assumes no primacy;

What Science 
Is Doing 


NASAL HEALTH BAROMETER 


The nose is a sensitive indicator 
of body conditions and reacts by 
changing.its acid or alkaline state, 
according te Dy. Noah D. Fabri- 
cant, of the University of Illinois 
College of Medicine, Chicago. The 
interior membranes of the nose in 
their normal, healthy condition 
are slightly acid. If they become 
alkaline this favors the growth of 
germs. The acid-alkali condition 
is governed by the secretions pro- 
duced by the membranes, and 
these change from minute to min- 
ute. When a person is suffering 
from a cold, sinusitis or nasal 
allergy, the secretions become al- 
kaline, furthering the trouble. 
Rest and sleep overcome the alka- 
line condition and help restore the 
membranes to the acid state. Dr. 
Fabricant’s discovery is contrary 
to a belief generally held that one 
should alkalinize the body to get 
rid of a cold.

Current studies by scientists at 
McDonald Observatory in West 
Texas may throw some light on 
the little-known structure of the 
upper reaches of the earth’s at- 
mosphere.

Water Is Vital 
In Cow’s Ration 

According to dairy authorities, 
water is the most important part 
of the dairy cow’s ration since 
water represents ft least seven- 
eighths of the material which goes 
into the milk pail. A shortage of 
watér will cut down the milk sup- 
ply moke quickly than a shortage 
of any other part of the ration, 
Tests show that a cow will con- 
sume from three to four pounds 
of water to each pound of dry 
matter eaten. Theaverage ani- 
mal in the herd will drink around 
12 gallons per day. 

A plentful supply of water is 
of especial importance in cold 
weather. 
affect the quantity a cow can 
drink are the temperature of the 
water and the number of times 
she drinks. No cow should er will 
drink as much ice water as she 
needs for heavy milk production, 
nor can she drink en-ugh at one 
time.

For Hay, Pasture 


Will Provide Roughage In 
Counties Where Hay Grop 
Likely To Be Short 


With the hay crop likely to be 
short in many counties due to con- 
tinued dry weather, farmers might 
be well advised to consider the 
merits of Millet as either hay or 
pasture, says the Ont. Dept. of 
Agriculture. 

Millet should be sown during 
the first half of June on well- 
prepared soil at the rate of 20 
to 30 pounds of seed per acre, 
depending on variety and size of 
seed. Some of the _ varieties 
grown are Empire, Siberian, 
Hongarian and Common. 

The crop can be pastured when 
one foot high or cut for hay.when 
it comes into head. Some vari- 
eties will» be ready for hay in 
about eight weeks from time of 
seeding. 

Not High In Feeding Value 

Millets are not particularly 
high in feeding value, but they 
will produce a large amount of 
roughage which can be used to 
advantage in conjunction with 
alfalfa or other legumes. 

Marrowstem kale makes good 
fall pasture. It is not readily in- 
jured by frost and will furnish 
pasture for cattle later than most 
other crops, if the snow keeps 
off. 

This crop can be sown in drills 
24 to 30 inches apart, using 1% 
to 2 pounds of seed per acre. Seed 
should be sown six to eight weeks 
before the crop is required for 
pasture. Farmers are cautioned 
to exercise care in pasturing to 
prevent a feed flavor in milk.

- Strawberries and eggs took on 4 
firmer tone on the local produce 
market this morning. Hot dry 
weather is rapidly drying up the 
berry patches in the district accord- 
ing to vendors who were asking 15c 
straight fcr strawberries of good 
quality, while eggs increased in price 
from 25c per dozen, which was last 
Saturday's quotations to a high of 
28c to grade “A’’ large, with 25c be- 
ing asked for mediums. 

Prices for other lines of produce 
on the inside market compared with 
those of last week, however, with 
butter selling at two pounds for T5c, 
or as in a few isolated cases, straight 
35c per pound. Broilers ranged from 
a low of 60c to 70c per pair to as 
high as $1.25 and $1.50, with older 
fowl selling at approximately 25c per 
pound, $1 to $1.25 being the average 
price per bird. 


New home grown cucumbers made. 


their appearance on the market for 
the first time in any quantity, sell- 
ing at 5c, 10c, and 15c each. Aspara- 
gus sold at 25c for three half-pound 
bunches, or at 15c, 20c and 25c for 
pound bunches, according to quality. 
Early beets made their first appear- 
ance on the market, selling at 5c per 
bunch as did radishes ‘and onions. 
Lettuce ranged in price from 5c to 10c 
per head with cabbage selling at 10c 
and 15c each. Peas sold at 40c per 
quart. Early potatoes were 15c per 
berry box with last year’s “spuds” 
selling at the usual $1 per bag. 
( Early Richmond cherries, fully two 
weeks earlier than usual, were offer- 
ed at 10c per berry box, while a few 
boxes of red currants.sold at 25c per 
quart. Gcoseberries were 15 per box. 
Only two varieties of fish were 
offered, lake trout selling at 30c, or 
at 35¢ per pound, sliced while 
whitefish brought 22c per pound. 
Young porkers were offered in 
fewer numbers than has been noticed 
for the past several weeks with 
prices beginning at $5 and $6 and 
ranging up to $9 and $10 for good 
sized shoats.

TWO DOCTORS ATTACKED 
BY NAZI PRISONER 


Two doctors at the Christie Street 
Military Hospital, Toronto were re- 
ported to have been attacked by a 
German patient, a prisoner of war. 
Seven _ stitches were required to 
clese a wound inflicted on one of the 
doctors... 

The attack’ was said to have oc- 
curred late Wednesday as a German 
War prisoner, a patient, was being 
wheeled back to the ward after an 
appendectomy. One of the attending 
physicians was called to assist anoth- 
er German patieny and as he was 
attending the prisoner the doctor was 
struck and suffered a facial wound. 

_A second doctor went to the as- 
sistance of the first and with the 
help of guards the patient was over- 
powered. 

The other prisoner-patients were 
reported on the verge of entering the 
fracas but that the arrival of more 
guards prevented them. 

Maj-Gen. C. F. Constantine, officer 
commanding Military District No. 2, 
said that the prisoner was believed 
to be an epileptic case. ‘The prisoner 
was one of Germany's parachute 
troops, but it has yet to be determin- 
ed whether he is an epileptic or not, 
he added.

WATER CONTROL PLAN 


Last week I showed how forests 
are necessary for water conserva- 
tion. This week | am going to 
quote from a speech made by Dr. 
Norman Douglas, President of ‘the 
Federation, to a meeting of the 
Ontario Conservation and Refor- 
eatation Association held at Owen 
Sound this spring. Dr. Douglas 
has made a study of this problem; 
bas a definite pian for contrel- 
ling the water in the land and has 
demonstrated the value of this 
plan in Grey county. 

Quoting Dr. Douglas: “In a re- 
eent survey of a block of 1300 
aquare miles in southern Ontario, 
# was found that 80% of the 
former good streams now dfy up 
in the summer season. It was 
also found that in the beds of 
these former streams land plants 
are growing where formerly only 
water plants were able to survive 
and that where these streams had 
gut through to bed rock, there 
was no sign of seepage from the 
earth sides. This has one mean- 
ing. There was no Water table in 
that area or, in simpler language, 
there was no water in the land.” 

At The Source 

“This is a common sense law of 
mature. Water-that runs off the 
surface is not available for ground 
water nourishment nor is it avail- 
able for wells or springs. This 
other law of nature is equally 
true. Water wil] run off the sur- 
face if Nature’s provisions to res- 
train it are removed,” 

“Nature has planned that water 
will go into the ground to serve 
ite good purposes and that too 
much of it will not race across the 
surface, where it will do harm, 
How nature does this is not a new 

ry to you. The shade of the 
‘erest cahopy overhead and the 
apongy forest floor combine to 
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“tween the trees and the swamps 
make reservoirs of held water that 
promotes bert conditions for deep 
seepage. Any water that goes inte 
the ground in this way helps to 
make up Nature's system of con- 
trolling water at its source.”

The British ave reasonably 
confident about the struggie which 
they expect to develop soon fn the 
Mediterranean basin, They say 
they have a “good force” in the 
Middle Bast. That force is “fairly 
well equipped.”
